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School Committee updates on 
school construction

WILMINGTON — Last 
Wednesday night, the 
Wilmington School Com- 
mittee received updates 
on the construction at 
the middle school, school 
start times, superintend- 
ent evaluation, student 
absence policy, and the 
district strategic plan. 

They first recognized 
School Committee mem- 
ber and WHS Senior 

- Audrey LaConte for their 
time on the committee. 
Chair David Ragsdale 
appreciated the insight 
that LaConte gave them 
into students in Wilming- 
ton. 

Superintendent Dr. 
Glenn Brand said that 
he appreciated how La 
Conte contributed to the 
establishment of what 


representation can look 
like. LaConte replied that 
they were appreciative 
of the responses from 
the committee and excit- 
ed to see what next 
year’s high school repre- 
sentatives would bring 
to the table. 

The committee appro- 
ved the disposal of sur- 
plus materials at the 
West Intermediate School 
and the Shawsheen Street 
School, along with the 
high school 2023-2024 
handbook, among other 
items. 

In his report, Brand 
provided that the general 
contractor was in place 
to’ begin construction at 
the middle school. He 
said that they’re being 
intentional not to lose 
any time and to be ready 
with the restroom facili- 
ties by mid-August. De- 


spite not being concern- 
ed, he also said he was 
confident that an interim 
plan could be made if 
there were delays. 

The outdoor play space 
was also already being 
constructed in partner- 
ship with DPW Director 
Jamie Magaldi. 

Lastly, Brand mention- 
ed some concerns about 
parking on Carter Lane 
with the operation of 
four schools there be- 
tween the Boutwell, the 
West, the middle school, 
and the Wildwood School. 
He shared that there 
would be extra thought 
put into planning so as 
to allocate certain park- 
ing areas for staff and 
collaboration with the 
DPW and police and fire 
as needed. 
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Bullying prevention/intervention 
plan update heard

WILMINGTON — Super- 
intendent Dr. Glenn Brand 
and Assistant Superin- 
tendent Christine Elliott 
shared updates on the dis- 
trict’s bullying prevention 
and intervention plan with 
the School Committee at 
their most recent meeting. 

Brand opened by saying 
there was important work 
ahead of them in this area 
as they continue to serve 
the community and ad- 
vance teaching and learn- 
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ing in Wilmington. He 
shared that the district is 
required to update the bul- 
lying prevention and in- 
tervention plan every two 


years. 


The changes proposed to 
the plan were provided to 
the committee. He then 
explained that most of the 
changes in this version 
came from discussion with 
legal counsel, with whom 
they worked closely to 
ensure compliance with 
requirements from the 
Department of Elementa- 
ry and Secondary Educa- 
tion. 

Elliott provided that 
their work for these chan- 
ged was led by Behavioral 
Health/Social and Emo- 
tional Health District Co- 
ordinator Christine Mur- 
ray. Murray led the task 
force who made the ap- 
propriate revisions and 
edits. She also included 
that the plan was current- 
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ly open for public com- 
ment, and any feedback 
would be incorporated in- 
to the final draft. 

They wanted to make 
sure the plan and the poli- 
cy were consistent. Elliott 
was also open to accept- 
ing public comment. for 
the policy before they 
move forward with the fi- 
nal, although this was not 
typically done. 

Jay Samaha asked how 
many public comments 
they received and if there 
were any other avenues 
used to share the plan 
with the public.. Elliott 
replied they didn’t typical- 
ly get a lot of public com- 
ments, referencing 12 re- 
ceived the last time the 
plan was updated. 

She recognized that the 
document is very dense, 
although they tried to 
make it relatively easy to 
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School Committee receives 
-mniddle school update

WILMINGTON — Wil- 
mington Middle School 
Principal Dr. Jeanette 
Quirk presented to the 
School Committee _ last 
Wednesday night to de- 
liver updates regarding 
the student advisory pro- 
gram and the updated 
schedule. She shared 
some feedback from a 
survey conducted about 
the first year of the stu- 
dent advisory program. 
This would be incorpo- 
rated into the lesson de- 
velopment for the sec- 
ond year of the program 
to start next school year. 

The survey results re- 
flected that 60 percent of 
the staff surveyed said 
the materials were easy 
to access, 42 percent said 
the time allotted to advi- 
sory was adequate, and 
59 percent said the ma- 
terial provided was im- 
portant for students to 
know. ; 

As for students, 89 per- 
cent felt comfortable 
with their advisory tea- 
cher and 82 percent felt 
comfortable with their 
advisory group. Only 44 
percent of the students 
who participated in the 
survey said they liked 
the topics covered, but 
they didn’t provide any 
alternatives that they 
wished it would cover. 

Instead, they asked for 
more interactive activi- 
ties and directed study 
time. The survey results 
also showed the students 
and staff both wanted 
to have new advisory 
groups next year instead 
of remaining with the 
same group. 

The new middle school 
schedule for next year 
would allow for daily in- 
struction in core sub- 
jects, expanded access 
and inclusion for all stu- 
dents in unified arts, stu- 
dent advisory meetings 
once per the cycle, and 


the new daily “What I 
Need” (“WIN”) block. 
Quirk explained that 
the WIN block will allow 
the implementation of a 
multi-tiered system of 
support as a structure ex- 
pected and recommend- 
ed in all schools by the 
Department of Elemen- 
tary and Secondary Edu- 
cation. It allows stu- 
dents the opportunity for 
intervention and exten- 
sion every day. 
This time could be 
used for reading or math 
support, IEP services, 
reteaching, or extension 
of a subject. Until the 
universal screenings and 
data meetings take place, 
they’d focus this time 
on executive functioning 
and study skills. 
Another benefit of this 
change is that students 
in special education can 
now take a world lan- 
guage which they may 
not have been able to do 
previously. World lan- 
guage will be moved to 
an every other day cycle 
that now starts in 6th 
grade, which translates 
into 270 days of class 
over three years instead 
of a daily class or 360 
days over two years. 


This also allows the. 


school to offer addition- 
al sections of the desired 
classes, so that more 
students can take their 
first choice of language. 
They’re working on cur- 
riculum changes to make 
sure that students will 
reach the same level re- 
quired by the time they 
get to high school. 
Quirk lastly mentioned 
that they’ll move physi- 
cal education into a half- 
year course, as DESE 
has a requirement to of- 
fer physical education 
but no requirement for 
how often it must run. 
They’re also looking to 
offer more after school 
physical activities. 
Along with a new 
schedule, the staff would

ing teams at each. grade, 
with each team made up 
of four core subject tea- 


.chers and one special 


education inclusion tea- 
cher. They are still fo- 
cusing on implementing 
the recommendations 
from the program re- 
view. 

M.J. Byrnes comment- 
ed that she sees physical 
education as a vital op- 
portunity for students to 
expend their energy so 
that they can learn bet- 
ter. She asked Quirk to 
reconsider the current 
plan in order to make 
P.E. a daily class. 

She later restated her 
opinion that students 
would benefit from move- 
ment in their schedule 
even only twice a week. 

Byrnes also wondered 
if there was a reason 
why the staff only rated 
the material of the advi- 
sory program as three 
out of five. Quirk said 
that they would ask fol- 
low-up questions through- 
out the next school year 
to determine the answer. 

Stephen Turner high- 
lighted the survey result 
saying that 20 percent of 
staff said the content for 
advisory wasn’t impor- 
tant. He also suggested 
that looping advisory 
may help to build a 
deeper connection, but 
he could also see the 
benefit of connecting to 
different teachers each 
year. He proposed they 
measure behavior issues 
while students are in 
physical education com- 
pared to when they’re 
not. 

Quirk also mentioned 
that 5th grade students 
had already been given 
information around choo- 
sing their world lan- 
guage, and 6th and 7th 
grade students would be 
receiving that informa- 
tion soon.

Wilmington Police investigate reports of shots 
fired Saturday 


WILMINGTON — Wil- 
mington Police Chief Jo- 
seph Desmond commends 

' the swift and profession- 
al response of officers 
who were dispatched to a 
shots fired incident in 
the early hours of Sat- 
urday, July 1. The inci- 
dent took place at approx- 
imately 2 am at 100 Re- 
search Dr, an industrial 
park within the town. 

Upon receiving reports 
of shots being fired be- 
tween motor vehicles, 
Wilmington Police imme- 
diately deployed officers 
to the scene. Upon ar- 
rival, officers discovered 
an alarming situation 


with approximately 40 
vehicles still on the pre- 
mises, displaying evi- 
dence of numerous shots 
having been fired. The 
shooters fled the scene 
before law enforcement’s 
arrival. 

Fortunately, no injuries 
were reported as a result 
of this incident. As of 
now, no firearms have 
been recovered. The Wil- 
mington Police Depart- 
ment is actively investi- 
gating the situation to 
determine the motive 
and identify the individu- 
als involved. 

Chief Desmond would 
like to express his grati- 


tude to the Massachu- 
setts State Police and An- 
dover Police Department 
for their invaluable as- 
sistance in handling this 
complex and challenging 
incident. The collabora- 
tion among law enforce- 
ment agencies under-

s the tempera- 
ture rises, ma- 
ny of us will 
j head to the re- 
freshing waters of a back- 


yard swimming pool. 
Backyard pools can pro- 
vide hours of family fun 
and relief from the hot 
summer temperatures, but 
they can also be a source 
of danger and injury, es- 


pecially for families with 
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young children. 
According to the Consu- 
mer Product Safety Com- 
mission, drowning con- 
tinues to be the leading 
cause of unintentional 
deaths among children 
ages 1 to 4 years old. 


In recent years, pool and 
spa related, non-fatal in- 
juries involving children 
under the age of 15 have 
spiked in 2021 to 6,800 re- 
ported injuries. Of these 
injuries, 80 percent were 
children under the age of 
five. 

To improve the safety of 
home pools and spas, the 
U.S. Consumer Product 
Safety Commission has 
launched a national pub- 
lic service campaign cal- 
led “Pool Safely: Simple 
Steps to Saving Lives.” 

The purpose of this cam- 
paign is to encourage con- 
sumers and the swimming 
pool industry to adopt pro- 
ven water safety tips, safe 
practices, and provide life 
saving information to re- 
duce childhood drown- 
ings, submersion injuries 
and entrapments. 

The Pool Safely program 
carries out the provisions 
of the Virginia Graeme Ba- 
ker Pool and Spa Safety 
Act. 

This law that was passed 
in 2008 is named after 
Virginia Graeme Baker, a 
seven-year old who drown- 
ed after being trapped 
underwater by the power- 
ful suction of a hot tub 
drain. 

The Pool Safely program 
offers the following seven, 
easy to follow guidelines 
to improve the safety of 
recreational pool and spa 
use in homes across Am- 
erica. 

Supervise Children. 

Never leave children un- 
attended. Always have at 
least one adult supervis- 
ing children in or around 
the pool area. A reminder 


to supervising adults is that 
reading a book or clean- 
ing the grill while watch- 
ing children at water play 
does not allow for full fo- 
cus on what is going on in 
the water. 
Learn to swim. 


This applies to both ad- 


ults and children. When 
exposing children to safe 
swimming, a rule of 
thumb is the earlier the 
better, as it is truly an ac- 
tivity that will stay with 
children for the rest of 
their lives. 

Young children that have 
not completed a learn to 
swim program should al- 
ways wear a U.S. Coast 
Guard approved life vest 
when in or near the water. 
It should provide minimum 
buoyancy and neck sup- 
port, and be fitted to the 
child for proper weight, 
mobility and comfort. 

For adults that were ne- 
ver exposed to swim les- 
sons or that have a fear of 
the water, there are les- 
sons available specifically 
for adults and those with 
a fear of water. 

Know where all drains 
are in your pool or spa 
and teach children to stay 
away from drains. 

Ensure compliance. 

Be sure your pool or spa 
complies with all drain 
cover and safety regula- 
tions before using the pool 
for the season. 

Install safety devices, 
such as gates, locks, cov- 
ers and alarms. 

Massachusetts law re- 
quires pools to have barri- 
ers to close or cover pools 
when not in use. Fencing 
must have self closing 


gates and should not have 
an opening that will allow 
a sphere of four inches in 
diameter to pass through. 

A life ring and rescue 
hook must be present at 
every pool location, and 
teach children that this 
life saving device is not a 
toy.

Ever hear of the Blue 
Laws? 

Dating from Colonial 
times, the Blue Laws 
restricted Sunday activi- 
ties. There are countless 
bans in the history of the 
Blue Laws, often carried 
to ridiculous ends. 

Especially in Massa- 
chusetts, they were the 
work of the Puritans of 
colonial times. A Boston 
Globe article from 1920 
cited the first drafted 
“Blue Sabbath” law in 
Massachusetts Bay in 
1641. On the Sabbath, one 
could not walk in his gar- 
den or elsewhere after 
sunset Saturday, “except 
reverently to meeting 
and return.” 

In Plymouth, a woman 
was fined for wringing 
out clothes that had be- 
come wet on a Sunday. A 
man in Lynn was hauled 
into court for sleeping on 
the Sabbath and striking 
one who woke him. 

A sea captain was put in 
the stocks for two hours 
for kissing his wife after 
returning from a six- 
month voyage. 

Today, there are a few 


do on a Sunday 


remnants of the laws, 
though there are exemp- 
tions allowing businesses 
to operate on Sundays. 
Most of the strange pro- 
visions of the laws have 
gone away, although on 
rare occasions, one might 
pop up,-still on the books. 

There was a drive in 
1920 to enact national 
blue laws, a movement 
driven by Dr. Wilbur 
Crafts, who had been the 
mastermind of the Prohi- 
bition drive. He was the 
founder of The Interna- 
tional Reform Bureau, 
which launched its drive 
on Dec. 8, 1920. Tbe Re- 
formers planned to visit 
every member of Con- 
gress. 

However, the effort lac- 
ked the steam that had 
led to the 1919 passage of 
Prohibition. In that ef- 
fort, the Reformers had 
successfully recruited 
top athletes to crusade 
against liquor. However, 
they were noticeably ab- 
sent in the drive for na- 
tional Blue Laws, which 
would have _ prohibited 
athletic events on Sun- 
days. Nonetheless, the 
Reformers pushed ahead. 

An effort to push through 


a law in Massachusetts 
ran. into stiff opposition 
in the State House. Fin- 
ding it too hot to handle, 
the legislators tabled the 
matter, referring it to a 
“recess committee.” This 
practice was near and 
dear to the various news- 
papermen working the 
State House beat. It was 
unwritten policy that one 
of them shall serve as 
secretary of a committee 
and be paid $1,000 for the 
work. The work involved 
would take not more than 
a dozen hours. 

Reporter John Daniels 
was hired as committee 
secretary. He suggested 
that the legislators visit 
New York City to ob- 
serve how the other half 
lives: Daniels and the 


his eyes. 

“For lined up, and look- 
ing the worse for the 
wear and utterly incoher- 
ent, were a bevy of gen- 
tlemen, obviously from 
Boston, although the 
names and _ addresses 
were unconvincing, if not 
trite. The New York re- 
porter recognized the 
secretary and what was" 
left of the membership of 
the Massachusetts recess 
legislative committee to 
study the Blue Laws, all 
pleading guilty on the 
Sabbath to being drunk 
and disorderly,” Paul 
wrote. “The women who 
seemed to be with them, 
while each one was some- 
body’s daughter, and a 
few of them somebody’s 


’ mother, did not look like 


legislators embarked on 
their study mission on a 
Saturday morning. 


The full details have 


never been revealed, E]- 
liot Paul wrote in “Lin- 
den 
Branch.” But a New York 
reporter, cursing his luck 
for having to work late, 
strolled into the Night 
Court about 2 a.m. on 
Sunday. He blinked and 
gasped, unable to believe

“The report that com-

Audrey LaConte shared 
that in their time at the 
middle school, students 
were allowed to go outside 
at the end of the lunch pe- 
riod. Quirk replied saying 
recess was removed bhe- 
cause of behavior issues in 
addition to injuries and 
safety issues involved. 

However, she said she’ 
was happy to continue this 
conversation to pursue a 
safe, structured activity 
outside. 

LaConte also asked about 
the possibility of returning 
to a waterfall sehedule. 
Quirk said that the water- 
fall structure, though help- 
ful for classes to be at 
rotating times of the day, 
was disorienting for mid- 
dle school students. They 


moved away in order to 
create a set schedule 
where students would know 
where to go every day at 
what time. 

Jay Samaha said he was 
excited about some of the 
changes, especially the 
inclusion of special educa- 
tion students in unified 
arts. However, he wanted 
to see attention paid to 
students who don’t need 
intervention but extension 
of learning during their 
WIN block. 

Quirk proposed that they 
would brainstorm ideas 
such as letting these stu- 
dents help those who are 
struggling. 

LaConte cautioned using 
students as helpers more 
than occasionally, saying

Jay Samaha commented 
that the school start time 
change staggers the start 
times of these schools so 
that there won’t be too 
much traffic. 

Brand extrapolated fur-

ing transportation, there 
were no concerns with the 
changes in terms of ac- 
cess to the schools for 
busses, staff, and parent/ 
guardians. 

Mike Mercaldi asked 
about the communications 
plan for the middle school 
construction. Brand said 
they would make families 
and the community at 
large aware of changes 
closer to the start of the. 
new school year. There 
would also be information 
sent out in the principal 
newsletters. 

Mercaldi also asked if 
the committee could tour 
the construction at the 
middle school, which Brand 
said would be facilitated 
in August.

Ragsdale later presented 
the formative evaluation 
report of the superintend- 
ent.

see the changes. She also 
shared that most of the 
comments are related to 
specific circumstances ra- 
ther than suggestions to 
be put into the plan, al- 
though some are helpful.

Brand emphasized that 
the district takes bullying 
and harassment very seri- 
ously, and they recognize 
the outcome isn’t always 
what families hope and 
they get frustrated or dis- 
appointed. This is why 
they’ve added support 
such as Panorama data 
and the Family Engage- 
ment and SEL Specialists. 

Dr. Jenn Bryson asked if 
there could be more 
accessibility for this plan, 
as she often gets asked 
where it’s located. Byrnes 
mentioned that it is in the 
student handbook, which 
Bryson also said is dense 
and overwhelming to 
read.

With her students previously capturing 
two silver medals and just as many golds in 
the prestigious national Scholastic Art & 
Writing Awards competition, veteran Read- 
ing fine arts instructor Kathleen Dailey, an 
award-winning photographer in her own 
right, knows talent when she sees it. 

So when high school senior Rose Clark 


skipped lunch during a field trip to Boston 


this winter to visit her parents at their New- 
bury Street workplace and returned with a 
photo of her father grabbing a custom-made 
wig off a shelf for a client, Dailey knew her 
studious pupil had captured a magical mo- 
ment. 

Art critics at the Boston Globe sure 
agreed, as they featured Clark’s photo, en- 
titled, “One for Every Occassion”, in a Sun- 
day edition of the newspaper this March 
announcing the 2023 regional “Gold Key” 
winners for the national Scholastic Art and 
Writing Awards competition. 

Three days later, the Alliance for Young 
Artists and Writers, the non-profit that man- 
ages the annual Scholastic Art and Writing 
Awards competition, revealed the image 
had been awarded a coveted Gold Medal. 
Given that an estimated 300,000 youth and 
teen artists had submitted entries in the na- 
tional contest this year, the honor puts Clark 
in some rare company that is shared by the 
likes of art and literary giants like Andy 
Warhol, John Updike, and Sylvia Plath. 

Dailey, though ecstatic about the news, 
was hardly surprised. 

“I knew it was a winner as soon as I 
saw it,” said the veteran RMHS teacher,

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Clark got back from lunch 
and showed her the photo of her father, hair 
replacement stylist Jamie Clark. 

Founded in 1923, the annual competition 
is dedicated to showcasing the innate sensi- 
tivity and creative capacity of teenagers 
and reflecting their complex views of the 
world. This year, the organization recog- 
nized student achievement in the visual and

With more than 100 regional affiliates 
judging 300,000 submissions from US and 
Canadian students in grades 7 through 12 
this year, a select panel of judges awarded 
roughly 2,000 national awards in 2023. 

Just a few weeks ago, the teacher and 
student, who just days prior obtained her 
high school diploma during RMHS’ gradu- 
ation ceremony, got to celebrate together at

City’s legendary Carnegie Hall. 

Though having been recognized as the 
teacher for four other silver and gold award 
winners prior to the RMHS ‘student’s 2023 
achievement, the Westford resident says 
this year’s victory was particularly special, 
as the non-profit was celebrating its Centen- 
nial Gala. 

It was also a perfect excuse for the 
RMHS teacher and student to get together 
one last time before Clark heads off to the 
Marist College in Florence, Italy.

We landlubbers have gotten it all wrong: 
Kraken ‘aren't terrible monsters from the 
sea who destroy our sailing ships and 
munch on our sailors. They're kind and 
helpful. It's the mermaids who are the real 
demons. 

That's the upside-down premise to 
DreamWorks Animation's sweet "Ruby 
Gillman, Teenage Kraken," a tale of gen- 
erational sisterhood with the message to 
not hide your difference, (Oh, and slaugh- 
tering mermaids is perfectly OK.) 

The movie centers on Ruby Gillman, a 
young kraken hiding in plain sight in the 
human town of Oceanside. She's blue, likes 
math, has a retainer and four long fingers 
that look like hot dogs. But she and her 
family have been passing. If anyone asks

questions, they say they're Canadian and 
that seems to work. "Let's all have a very 
human day," is their morning mantra. 

But 15-year-old Ruby (voiced with real 
tenderness by Lana Condor) is on a colli- 
sion course with her mom (Toni Collette) 
when the subject of prom is debated. This 
year, it will be held on a party boat and 
any kind of water splashed on Ruby will 
turn her into a massive iridescent Kraken. 
Mom (Toni Collette) says she can't go, de- 
spite Ruby's pleas. (Even kraken parents 
just don't understand. ) 

Prom soon becomes the least of Ruby's 
problems when she connects with her her- 
itage and learns she's a royal kraken, one 
of the last of her kind. Her estranged and 
formidable grandmother (voiced nicely by 
a real human queen, Jane Fonda) urges

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her to ditch the humans and reclaim her 
crown. "You can never outswim your des- 
tiny." 

Ruby, who likes wearing turtlenecks but 
has no nose, is torn between the humans 
above — a potential cute boyfriend, her 
slightly weird friends and social media — 
and her heritage and power. Watching her 
swim, unfurling her arms and legs, glow- 
ing with bioluminescence and testing her 
strength, is a joy. "Being in the ocean is 
better than I ever could have imagined," 
she says. 

Director Kirk DeMicco keeps things 
moving at a hectic, pressurized pace on 
land and lets things float and swoosh in the 
sea. The animation really shines when it 
comes to water, whether the roiling ocean 
or a puddle-filled pier. 

A fun soundtrack includes songs by 
BLACKPINK, Sigrid, The Linda Lindas, 
Mimi Webb, Fitz and The Tantrums, RAYE 
and Yeah Yeah Yeahs. There's even 
Christopher Cross' "Ride Like the Wind" 
for the old folks. 

The script by Pam Brady, Brian C. 
Brown and Elliott DiGuiseppi isn't air- 
tight, with some bits that make little sense 
— why does Ruby become a giant Kraken 
in the library? Does she later become one 
just being angry, like the Hulk? — but its 
heart is in the right place and their story 
of generations being truthful to each other 
is a good one. 

The arrival in Oceanside of a mermaid 
— gorgeous, sweet and popular — compli- 
cates Ruby's life even more. Mermaids, 
she's been told for years, are selfish, nar- 


cissistic and dishonest, but this mermaid, 
Chelsea, (Annie Murphy) takes a liking to 
Ruby — "Super-seagirl bestie!" — and they 
share their woes of hiding among humans. 
Maybe they can team up to stop the 
kraken-mermaid feud once and for all? 

At the film's heart is the push-pull of 
mothers and daughters — the elder some- 
times lying to be protective, the younger 
rebelling at all the rules. In one of the 
film's most touching moments, Ruby as a 
giant Kraken towers over her mother, who 
gently soothes this massive creature. The 
final message — no more lying, no more 
hiding — is wellearned. 

There's also a push-pull in the script — 
between a small story of belonging and 
embracing outsiders, and an outsized war 
between sea creatures that includes 
Godzilla-like stomping around and eye 
lasers. It's a hard balance to find but the 
filmmakers have done enough. 

"Ruby Gillman" has echoes of last 
year's "Turning Red," also a coming-of- 
age story of a girl coming to terms with 
her familial and personal history. There's 
also a whiff of "Luca," an Italian-set ani- 
mated fairy tale about two young sea mon- 
sters exploring an unknown surface world 
as humans. So "Ruby Gillman" gets some 
points docked for originality, but gets full 
marks for prompting young ones to go 
home and battle their Little Mermaid 
dolls. 

"Ruby Gillman, Teenage Kraken," a 
DreamWorks Animation release in the- 
aters Friday, is rated PG for "some action, 
rude humor and mature thematic ele- 
ments." Running time: 91 minutes. Two 
and a half stars out of four. 
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writers have come out of 
there,” said Dailey. “It was 
a really exciting experi- 
ence.” 

Clark was hardly the 
only photography student 
winning awards this year, 
as pupils were also recog- 
nized by Winchester’s Grif- 
fin Museum during its 
annual student showcase 
and in Hunt Photo’s “Fam- 
ily Pride” exhibition. 

Though hardly unique, 
RMHS’ year-long AP Pho- 
tography program, which 
has been spearheaded by 
Dailey since its inception, 
has been a stunning suc- 
cess, as almost every single 
pupil who enrolls in the 
class ends up qualifying for 
the receipt of college 
credits. 


Like all advanced place- — 


ment courses, students in 
order to become eligible for 
college credits must score 
in one of the top two grad- 
ing categories in an annual 
exam. They then must send 
in a portfolio of - photo- 
graphs to be reviewed by 
AP-qualified examiners. 

So what makes Read- 
ing’s program different? 

According to the RMHS 
teacher, who came to the 
district in 2006 from Hing- 
ham High School, like 
many other communities 
nowadays, Reading does not 
have a dark room where 
traditional rolls of film can 
be processed. As such, all 
students - a surprising num- 
ber of whom haven’t ever 
handled a camera that’s not 
embedded in a cell-phone - 
use digital devices. 

But for Dailey, who last 


year arranged to have a 
couple colleagues show 
pupils how to develop pho- 
tographs using Civil War 
era “tintype” technology, 
learning the history of the 
craft is an absolute must. 

“Some of the wealthier 
school districts have main- 
tained dark room photogra- 
phy, but many programs 
around here went strictly 
digital. Reading is no ex- 
ception,” the Middlebury 
College alumna explained. 
“But I stress the impor- 
tance of the history. We go 
back to the roots and show 
where everything came 
from so we can have a bet- 
ter appreciation of where 
we are now.” 

As part of that historical 
review, the instructor also 
has students focus on differ- 
ent photographic styles and 
techniques that have been
